Warden R. E. See and another officer 
and two convicts are wounded, as a 
result of a terrific battle with weapons 
and dy namite at the prison gate at 
3:15 o’clock y esterday afternoon, fol­ 
lowed by a running fight through the 
streets of the state capital, which ter­ 
rorized the citizens and drove every 
one, save the pursued and the pursu­ 
ers. to the shelter of their homes or 
places of business. 
Two of the officers were shot down 
and killed within the prison walls.

been at Vassar colleg e two months, 
and time had not assuag ed, but rather 
Increased, her suffering s. 
Miss Ensig n was one of the p rettiest 
members of the freshman class at 
Vassar, 
which 
includes rep resenta­ 
tives from all over the United States 
and many foreig n countries. She was 
a brunneite, of medium heig ht and 
for a g irl of 18 had a well develop ed 


a 11.1 g racr’ful fig ure. She was reg ard­ 
ed a> a p romising student. 
Her classmates say she was slig ht­ 
ly reserved in disp osition. 
Occasion­ 
ally she showed flashes of g ay ety that 
drove 
the shadows 
away , and then 
rhe was a p leasant comp anion. It was 
this mobility of mind and, disp osition 
that deceived her intimates and made 
her case more difficult for the col­ 
leg e medical staff to treat. 
In endeavoring 
to chang e to a mure 
nasonable 
channel 
the 
habits of 
thoug ht which occasionally were be­ 
tray ed by Miss Ensig n, the imp ortance 
was urg ed up on her by her instruct­ 
ors of not V ap p ointing those who de­ 
p ended up on lier to make a brilliant 
showing at Vassar. This arg ument, it 
ap p ears, instead of encourag ing Miss 
Ensig n, had the op p osite effect and 
p roduced a mental condition that was 
sensitive to small thing s and ex ag ­ 
g erated mere trifles into m atters of 
imp ortance. 
The 
evening 
before 
she 
was 
drowned she was ap p arently in the 
best of sp irits. 
Her father say s that 
her last letter home, written about 
this time, was hop eful and cheerful 
in tone. 
“Nostalg ia is 
a 
very 
real and 
equally p uzzling 
affection of y oung 
humanity ,” said a p hy sician who is 
frequently consulted a t Vassar. 
“Its 
manifestations vary with the temp era­ 
ment and training of the p atient. 
“Where there are a thousands stu­ 
dents under y our care, y ou can’t look 
into the minds of all of them and see 
what Is there. 
Some 
natures 
are 
more readily to new environments. 
"At Vassar, when homesickness Is 
so acute that It is obviously affect 
ing the health and sp irits of students, 
their p arents or 
g uardians are ad­ 
vised to take them home." 
If the real condition of Miss En­ 
sig n had been better understood she 
would have been sent home long be­ 
fore the event occurred that ended her 
life.
